AREA RESIDENTS ALREADY EXPERIENCING PROBLEMS

The Elba Planning and Zoning 
Board met Thursday night to con- 
sider a request from Roland Powell 
to rezone property on Tucker Street 
and Martin Luther King Drive from 
R-3 to R-4. 

The Elba city ordinances define 
that as allowing Powell to place 
mobile homes on land presently 
zoned for duplex apartments. There 
has been considerable debate over 
the definition of a mobile home 
park, since the plan is to park more 
than one mobile home on the dis- 
puted property. 

Chairman Bill Brunson opened 
the hearing with an explanation of 
the powers of the board, the limita- 
lions of R-4 zoning and problems 
with some outdated wording in the 
present zoning laws. 

After an emotional meeting, 
where area residents expressed 
strong opposition to the change and 
Mr. Powell assured the board mem- 
bers he would police the behavior of 
his tenants personally, it was de- 
termined there was not a quorum 
present to allow a vote on the issue. 
He explained this would allow the 
board to only pass on to the city 
council their findings and let the 
council members make any decision 
they see fit to make in this matter. 

Present for the meeting in addi- 
tion to Brunson were Everette Kel- 
ley, Lamar Wilson, City Clerk Hen- 
ry Clark and Pat Powell. 

Mrs. Powell is the wife of Roland 
Powell and therefore could not par- 
ticipate in the voting because of her 
conflict of interest. Clark said he 
was there only to record the hap- 
penings and not as a voling member. 
This left only three voting members 
and Brunson declared this was not a 
legal quorum. 


After the meeting Clark ex- 
pressed concern over some of the 
problems expressed by area residents 
and promised city officials would be 
looking into them immediately, 

Protesting residents said mobile 
homes devalue property, they have 
problems with residents of mobile 
homes already in the area; afraid to 
sit on front porch already; live alone 
and dread the people who might live 
in them because I know what they 
have down the street; I work and 
need my sleep; problems with an 
apartment house he (Powell) owns in 
the neighborhood; parties start and 
last until 4 a.m.; It’s already rough 
and I don’t need more rough ones; 
could stand on my front porch and 
see anything you can see on TV or 
anywhere; etc. One lady said, “I got 
me a big old dog, but they just made

friends with him.” 

Brunson asked the protesters, “If 
it was limited to a maximum of four 
trailers, would your objections be the 
same?” The response was a solid 
YES. 

One protester asked board mem- 
bers if they wanted four mobile 
homes parked on their property. 

Mrs. Powell passed out to board 
members copies of a petition she 
said was signed by area residents 
who did not oppose the rezoning. A 
protester said most of those names 
were of people who already rented 
from the Powells and were not area 
property Owners ... “they can just 
move away if it gets too bad.” 

Another protester said there is a 
difference in owning your own trail- 
er to live in and owning one to rent 
out, 


IRS looking for taxpayers

Dorsey announces third quarter earnings 


Dorsey Trailers, Inc. (DSYT) an- 
nounced October 10, 1994 its sales

come tax expense included in either 
1994 or 1993. 1994 net income was 
impacted positively by the $566,000 
tax adjustment described above.

“We have received numerous re- 
quests to lower the lake so that prop- 
erly owners can make necessary re- 
pairs to piers and seawalls,” said 
Burgess, “and this advance notifica- 


tion is being given to allow planning 
for this type of maintenance work.” 

While the construction is antici- 
pated to take about three weeks, Bur- 
gess said the timetable will probably 
be affected by the weather. 

The construction of the boat ramp 
is a join effort of AEC and the Game 
and Fish Division of the Alabama 
Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources. 

Burgess encouraged local proper- 
ty owners to help communicate the 
co-op’s plans to those who live out- 
side the Andalusia and Covington 
County area but who own property 
around Gantt Lake.

Folsom has declared October as Selective Service Awareness 
month, He stated that the State of Alabama enacted legislation re- 
quiring registration with Selective Service as prerequisite for 
young men to be eligible for enrollment in any state postsecondary 
institution for higher learning, and/or employment by the state, to 
include promotion or reclassification to a higher position, There 
are 257,893 Alabaimians age 18 to 25 already registered. 
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The Elba City Council last week declined to change the ec irmarked paso 
line tax from the schools to the general fund. While the city gener il fund 
desperately needs the money, and this would have a short range relief, a 
problem would soon erupt in local school funding, All the experts we 
have talked with expect any final ruling on the school funding lawsuit 
now before the courts to include a minimum amount of local property tax 
plus a certain amount of other taxes to equal a total equivalency of 20 
mills on the appraised property in the school district. Presently the City of 
Elba fills that minimum requirement, if you include the recently added 
45% of the one cent sales tax. Cut out the 2¢ gasoline tax and Elba voters 
would soon be faced with a court order to put in some more taxes for the 
school system. (They might even Suggest Elba pay part of the lawsuit cost 
also). 


No football fan who watched any of several games last Saturday can say 
the sport has lost its zip, especially the Auburn-Florida shootout or the Al 
abama-Tennessce game. Those of us couch polatocs who managed to see 
both games probably still record a slight increase in blood pressure from 
the excitement and closeness of the battles. Since Saturday there has been 
a good bit of coach bashing hurled at Florida’s Steve Spurrier, Of course 
he brings.a lot of that on himself but maybe not quite as much as Alabama 
residents have given him. Regardl¢ss, this might be a good time to adapt 
the Bible quote from Proverbs which tells us, “ and he who has knowl- 
edge, spares his words” ... we might be smart to adapt it to say “and he 
who has real football ability, shuts his mouth.”

were coming across the field and the stands on both sides of the field were 
packed with fans. The home crowd cheered loudly for the ‘94 Queen, and 
as she beamed with pride on the sideline, fireworks exploded in both end- 
zones and balloons were released on the field. It was quite a show for the 
Queen and the large crowd from Coffee Springs 

The game was hotly contested from start to finish and the fans from 
both sides were very vocal in their support of the players, and occa- 
sionally in their questioning of a play call by a coach. The cheers far out- 
weighed the jeers; however, and it was obvious that the cheers were sin- 
cere and appreciated by the players. Most of the players went both ways, 
as is usually the case among smaller schools, and both teams were also 
filled with youngsters. Kinston had a total of 18 players on their roster in 
grades 7-9, while Coffee Springs had 9 players in grades 7-9, The young- 
sters saw quite a bit of action and fought just like the older players.

The third weekend in October was billed as one one of the biggest in 
years on the college football scene; however, the weekend started Friday 
night for Alabama high school football fans, and for them it was also 
quite a weekend of football action. Here’s a look back at what happened 
across the state.... , 

*CLASS 6A - The big one in Monieomery saw #1 Robert E. Lee jump 
ahead early and hold on to knock off #4 Jeff Davis 21-7. The Generals 
and Vols were both unbeaten going into the annual battle, and you can bet 
these two will meet again in the playoffs. Northview wrapped up its Area 
title with a 28-10 win over the slumping Enterprise Wildcats. Enterprise’s 
Coach Bill Bacon was talking big early in the season when the ‘Cats were 
3-0 and running back Steven Kelly was being billed as the state’s top run- 
ning back, but in the loss to Northview the Wildcats passed the ball 43 
times. Maybe it's time to get the football back into the hands of Kelly and 
let the chips fall where they may. 

*CLASS 5A - Top-ranked Etowah flexed its muscles in a 42-6 romp 
over Litchfield, while closer to home Opp needed a late goal-line stand to 
hold off Hillcrest, of Evergreen, 16-13, and Charles Henderson lost for 
the second time this season as the Trojans fell hard to Daleville 21-7, 
Smiths Station drilled Russell County 22-7 and may be the most under- 
rated team in this class, at least for now. 

*CLASS 4A - Cleburne County and T.R. Miller showed why they are 
ranked 1-2 with big wins over Cherokee County 47-6 and Grand Bay 26- 
0, while in a huge matchup #4 Alexandria upset #3 Lanett 20-13 and 
made it known that they are title contenders, #5 Pike County improved to 
5-2 with a 20-6 wii over #6 Abbeville, and while the Bulldogs are be- 
ginning to show some power, it’s offense may still be too inconsistent for 
the ‘Dogs to be a serious title contender.

Halloween Tips 


Halloween Candy Basket 

Halloween is a fun holiday! For a 
day, we play tricks and scare our 
friends (but not too much). Best of 
all, we can dress up like our favorite 
characters and go trick-or-treating 
for all kinds of goodies. 

Children who go trick-or-treating 
will need a basket or something to 
put all their goodies in. Here’s how 
to make a papier-mache pumpkin 
basket that will hold a bunch of can- 
dy and last for a long time. 

You will need: a round balloon, 
newspaper, flour, water, bowl, 
acrylic paint (orange and black if 
you're going to make a pumpkin) 
and paint brush. Follow these steps 
to make your own papier-mache 
candy basket. 

1. Blow up the balloon and tie it. 

2. Tear the newspaper into strips 
about 2 inches wide. 

3. Mix a cup of flour and a cup of 
water in the bowl. The mixture 
should be as thick as glue. If it’s too 
soupy, add a little flour. If it’s too 
thick, add some water (just a little at 
a ume), 

4. Take one newspaper strip and 
dip it into the flour and water. Run 
your fingers down the strip to wipe 
off the excess flour and water paste. 
Place the strip on the balloon and 
smooth away the wrinkles. Keep 
adding strips to the balloon until it is 
covered except for the top. (You 
have to leave an opening so that you 
can put the candy in). 

5. Take a strip and place it across 
the top for a handle. Put extra strips 
over the handle ends so that it won’t 
come off. 

6. Let the balloon dry for 2 or 3 
days. Be sure the outside is dry. 

7. Pop the balloon. 

8. Put another layer of newspaper 
strips dipped in flour and water over 
the first layer. Let it dry again, If 
you want to make your basket 
stronger, add more layers. Make 
sure each layer is dry before you 


add the next one. 

9. When the last layer is dry, 
paint the basket orange. Then paint a 
face on each side. If you use flores- 
cent paint, you will be seen by driv- 
ers on Halloween night, 

10. Line the basket with paper or 
plastic wrap. Take your finished bas- 
ket and TRICK-OR-TREAT! 


Hanging Spider 

Use these silly hanging spiders to 
decorate a party for children or 
adults. They can hang from light fix- 
tures or in the doorway. 

You will need the following: a 2- 
inch black pom pom, a 1/4-inch 
orange pom pom, two 1/8-inch diam- 
eter wiggle eyes, flour black chenille 
stems, one 1-inch piece of white cro- 
chet thread, black sewing thread and 
a glue gun or glue. 

To make each hanging spider, 
glue the wiggle eyes, orange pom 
pom nose, and a white crochet 
thread smile onto the center of a 
black pom pom. Cut the chenille 
stems in half. Glue four stems on 
each side of the body to make the 
eight legs. Bend the legs downward 
and a couple of times to look like 
legs and feet, Cut the black thread 


! the desired length for hanging, Glue 


one end of the thread to the top of 
the head. 


Floor Problems

However, you can give your floor a 
new look by removing built-up 
polish and wrapped dirt, and then re- 
applying fresh polish,

Deep Tillage is vital to small grain crops 


In tillage tests deep tillage under 
wheat and oats caused these crops to 
yield 10 to 15 bushels more grain 
than under shallow tillage done by 
disking. In Coffee County in many 
small grain fields that I have been 
called to look over the last years 
where the problem appeared to be 
fertility, the real problem was traced 
back to hard pan. Plenty of fertilizer 
had always been applied, but the 
crop just didn’t utilize it. 


Hard pan keeps your plant roots 
bound to the top 4 to 5 inches. 
Wheat is a particular crop where the 
roots need to go deep. Hard pan also 
Causes poor drainage, keeping the 
moisture in the top few inches of the 
soil. The roots never get the air they 
need to properly grow. This poor 
drainage causing wet feet is the main 
problem with shallow tillage tha 
Causes poor growth and reduce 
yields in small grains,

Proposes to permit public funds 
be used for the recognition of sig- 
nificant contributions by students, 
teachers, staff and others to public 
education, 
AMENDMENT NO. 5 

Proposes to prohibit the establish- 
ment of supernumerary positions and 
allow those affected officials to be 
part of the Alabama Employees’ Re- 
tirement System. 
AMENDMENT NO. 6 

Will allow certain county ad val- 
orem tax Officials to participate in 
the state retirement system or other 
county retirement system, instead of 
the current supemumerary program.

Elba City Council handles one touchy Subject

The Elba City Council handled 
one touchy subject Monday evening 
and answered the call as one voice. 

A rezoning question which has 
upset a number of those involved on 
either side of the issue was presented 
to the council for a decision. 

A room full of emotional ob- 
jeclors were more than Roland and 
Patsy Powell could overcome. The 
council denied their application to 
rezone some property for them at the 
intersection of Tucker Street and 
Martin Luther King Drive, 

They had requested the property 
be rezoned from R-3 to R-4. Mr. 
Powell had previously told both the 
zoning board and the zoning board 
of adjustments that he wanted to 
place four mobile homes on the 
property. 

Monday night Powell told the city 
council and the protesters that he had 
already placed three of the $20,000 
homes he had purchased. He said he 
was only asking for the rezoning 
now in case he later had a request 
from someone to place a mobile 
home on the property. 

The objections were basically the 
same as were expressed at the Oc- 
tober 13th meeting of the zoning 
board. 

Area residents didn’t want any 


more rental units in the neighbor- 
hood; didn’t want any more trailers 
in the area; complained about the 
noise already in the area, etc. 


Powcll pointed out to those 


present that the property was already 
zoned R-3, which would allow him 
to build as many apartment units 
there as he wanted to build. 


At press time Tuesday night 
it was learned that the Elba 
city council would hold a 
special meeting at 7 a.m. 
Thursday to further study 
this law enforcement funding 
requirement. 


Debate arose over what did and 
what did not constitute a mobile 
home park; would the mobile homes 
be grandfathered in if a major city- 
wide rezoning re-classified the prop- 
erly; can I put trailers on my prop- 
erly across the street if you let him 
(Powell); etc. 

As the comments ended, city 
council member Gladys Yelverton 
said, “We can do for Elba what the 
flood couldn’t do (destroy it). I think 
we should leave it along until we get 
the new zoning guidelines. We need 


_ to stop making everybody angry.” 


Yelverton later made a motion 
that the property remain R-3. This 


was seconded by council member 
Bill Brunson. Council member Earl 
McCollough abstained because of 
family. ties but all five other officials 
approved the motion not to rezone 
the property. 

The council immediately heard a 
report from Chuck Robinson with a 
proposal to rewrite and updite the 
Elba zoning ordinances. 

No action was taken, however 
Mayor Ricky Haywood _ rec- 
ommended the council explore meth- 
ods of paying the $15,000 to 
$20,000 cost of the work before vot- 
ing to proceed. 

One more item of business dealt 
with the zoning board. Beverely Tin- 
dol had been appointed to a five year 
term, however she recently notified 
city officials she didn’t know she 
was going to be appointed and didn’t 
feel she could serve. Haywood asked 
council members to be ready with 
other recommendations at a later 
mecting. 

Personal attorney bills for Hay- 
wood were tabled at a recent meet- 
ing and he asked the council to take 
the matter from the table. However it 
was pointed out to him that the min- 
utes reflected the matter was tabled 
until November Ist. No further ac- 
tion was taken on this item. these 
were bills relating to the wrongful 
firing lawsuits settled earlier.

Council votes to borrow $15,000.00

A special called meeting of the 
Elba City Council was held Wednes- 
day, October 19th. John W. Sharp- 
less and Bill Brunson were absent. 

Mayer Ricky Haywood told the 
council members they had to make a 
$15,000 payment Friday (October 
21st) on the James Simmons wrong- 
ful firing lawsuit settlement. He not- 
ed that if this payment wasn’t made 
on time, the entire balance would be- 
come due and payable. 

City Clerk Henry Clark addressed 
the council with the financial needs 
for the balance of 1994. He said they 
would need to borrow $149,976.02 
to pay obligations through December 
31st. 

This included the $15,000 the 
21st, and one more payment on De- 
cember Sth to Simmons, one pay- 
ment of $15,000 in the Ricky Mularz 
settlement, $18,601.02 in overdue at- 
torney bills and a bond payment of 


$86,375 due December Ist. 

Clark said he and the bookkeeper 
felt they could manage the lawsuit 
setuements due in 1995, 

The council, on motion by mem- 
ber Gladys Yelverton, agreed to bor- 
row the $15,000 needed Friday, “if 
no other money are available to 
make the payment.” 

Mrs. Yelverton noted she really 
didn’t want to approve that bor- 
rowing, but “don’t guess we have a 
choice.” She explained her desire to 
have all council members present be- 
fore approving the additional bor- 
rowing. 

Clark had told the council he was 
expecting a $53,000 check from 
FEMA and a $20 to $25 thousand 
check from the State of Alabama but 
neither had arrived, 

Funds did arrive before Friday 
and Clark later told council members 
he didn’t have to borrow the 
$15,000. 

Haywood released a resolution 
establishing a Budget & Finance

committee. Council members Brad 
Wilson, Bill Brunson and Earl 
McCollough are assigned to this 
committee. 

Their duties will include monthly 
budget assessments with written and 
oral monthly reports to the council, 
studies and proposals for increased 
revenue and more efficient spending 
and designation of one member to 
work closely with the city clerk to 
accomplish day to day activities in a 
fashion expedient and beneficial to 
normal operations.

There were six automobile ac- 
cidents and no personal injuries.

Parker read to the council from 
guidelines dealing with drug for- 
feiture cases, He noted federal regu- 
lations which supported the position 
of the city in not transferring, to the 
12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force, the funds recently received 
from the Drug Enforcement Agency 
by the City of Elba. 

The Chief also noted the cily was 
required to keep local funding for 
law enforcement at the level it was 
before receiving the drug money.

Discussion in county commission 
meeting centers around garbage

The recent bi-monthly meetings 
of the Coffee County Commission 
are beginning to fall within a reason- 
able time frame from start to finish. 

However, Monday’s meeting 
came close to becoming lengthy 
when the agenda addressed trash. 

A New Hope resident, Mrs. Mil- 
dred Carter, told commissionerS 
“People like me don’t have a lot of 
garbage! We don’t need to pay $9 a 
south for something we don’t really 
need.” 

Mrs. Carter stated that she did not 
generate very much garbage during 
the month and certainly not enough 
for weekly pick-up. 

She told commissioners that she 
had always carried her garbage to 
the landfill (the old landfill) and 
would like to continue doing so. 

In presenting her case to the com- 
missioners, Mrs. Carter also in- 
formed them that she has had numer- 
ous phone calls from other people 
expressing their displeasure with the 
garbage fees and mandatory garbage 
collection. 

She referred to a recent “letter to 
the editor” that she had written to, 
and was printed in, a local newspa- 


per. 
“The cost places a hardship on 
elderly folks living on a fixed in- 
come, We don’t need these kind of 
rules put on us!” said Carter. 

She, at one point during her pres- 
entation, told commissioners that she 
was told by the enforcement officer 
that she could lose her house if she 
did not pay the garbage collection 
fee. 


The county’s enforcement officer 
was not present at Monday’s com- 
mission meeting. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel attempted to explain to Mrs. 
Carter that the commission had tried 
- in relation to solid waste disposal - 
to “do what was best for all of Cof- 
fee County.” 

Both commissioners Bernest 
Brooks and Bill Faulk asked Mrs. 
Carter if she had applied for an ex- 
empuon or a rate adjustment with 
the Coffee County Health Depart- 
ment. 

The health department is the local 
agency responsible for the enforce- 
ment of the laws concerning manda-
